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ROAD COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


The money appropriated for Highways at the last annual 
meeting has been expended as follows, viz: Central Ave., 
$1250; Ash Street, $75; Newton Street, $120; Wellesley 
Street, $155 ; School Street, $25; Forest Street, $95 ; Concord 
Street, $300; Fiske Ave., $25; Merriam Street, $75; North 
Ave., $1035; Bogle Street, $95; Hast Newton Street, $75 ; 
Sudbury Street, $15; Chestnut Street, $155; Lincoln Street, 
$25 ; Church Street, $550 ; Elm Street, $15; Lexington Street, 
$105; Summer Street, $145 ; Oak Street, $45; Highland Street, 
$115; Glen road, $75; Winter Street, $30; River Street, $100 ; 
South Ave., $750; Brown Street, $30; Loring place, $20; Viles 
Street, $30. About $117 has been paid for covering stones ; 
also $180 for gravel; the remaining balance for incidentals 
necessary to the work will be found itemized in the Auditor’s 
Report. The foregoing sums we do not claim to be the exact 
in dollars and cents as men and teams are often employed 
on connecting streets the same day, but they will approximate 
very nearly to the sums expended on each. Many culverts 
have been laid the past season and many more are needed, 
experience has demonstrated that without good drainage, 
good permanent roads are an impossibility. 

It will be noticed that a large sum has been paid for gravel. 
the past season, the difficulty of obtaining good material for 
roads is great and will be no less so for years to come if left 
to be temporarily supplied. We would suggest the advisability 
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of the town securing by purchase gravel pits, not merely for 
temporary supplies but for future years, so located as to be 
convenient to highways in different sections of the town. 
Owing tothe open Winter and severe rains much material has 
been washed from our roads and it is an open question 
whether the washing of heavy rains or the hot Suns and 
drying winds of Summer do the most damage, at all events 
material on the roads rapidly disappear, showing that constant 
vigilance is required to maintain them in .good order. 

We therefore recommend liberal appropriations for the 
repair of highways. Our rapidly increasing Summer travel 
as well as the needs of permanent residents seem imperatively 
to demand that our cross streets should be improved, 
especially as to widening, so that carriages can pass and 
repass in safety. 

Now in view of our low rate of taxation and the nearly 
extinguishment of the public debt and after the liberal grants 
heretofore made to improve our main streets, is it more than 
fair and just that these streets should receive some attention 
from the town. 

We do not wish to particularize but would simply mention 
Forest, Lincoln, Merriam, Concord from Bond’s corner to 
Lincoln line and Sudbury Streets lying north of Central 
Avenue, Summer, Wellesley, Highland and Chestnut Streets 
south of said avenue and still farther south, Hast Newton and 
Winter Streets with Glen road; all or any of them being fit 
subjects for the attention of the town. We submit the whole 
matter to your careful and candid consideration. 

Guide boards are maintained at the following places, viz: 
Corner of North Avenue and Lexington Street, North Avenue 
and Church Street, North Avenue and Forest Street, North 
Avenue and Lincoln Street, Concord and Merriam Streets,

HIGH SCHOOL. 
Mr. F. EB. Wuirremore, Principal. 


During the past year some modifications of the course of 
Study were found necessary, and consequently some of the 
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branches were omitted and others introduced. Each class 
has three recitations a day, excepting Friday, which is the 
time for rhetorical exercises. The course of study includes 
the sciences, literature and mathematics, while Algebra and 
Geometry are taught sufficiently to comprehend the principles. 
Arithmetic was carefully reviewed during the last year at the 
earnest desire of the parents, so that the scholars may have 
the principles and practical application of the same fresh in 
their minds on leaving the school. The several classes have ad- 
dressed themselves to their respective and assigned duties in 
a manner that has been gratifying to the Committee. Hence 
good and thorough work has been done during the ‘past year 
along the line of studies as indicated above. Moreover a 
special effort was made during the Fall term under the ap- 
proval of the Committee in rhetorical exercises. The instruc- 
tion given and the suggestions made were kindly received and 
enthusiastically followed out by the speakers, so that the ef- 
fort Was crowned with success beyond our expectation. It 
evidently showed what our scholars have the ability of doing, 
provided it is perseveringly and wisely developed, in acquit- 
ting themselves so admirably upon the platform. 

After years of experience in connection with the school, 
your Committee came to an unanimous decision that the time 
has come when it would be advisable in their judgment to se- 
cure the services of an assistant teacher for the work in the 
High School. Acting upon this conviction the formal grad- 
uating exercises of the present senior class were postponed 
for one year. If the above action of the Board is approved 
by you, the course of study will be four years instead of | 
three. In our judgment we believe the High School can be 
rendered more efficient and satisfactory so as to abundantly 
reward you for the additional time, labor and expense which 
the change may involve.

INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL. 
Miss M. Eva Wa4RREN, Teacher. 


The scholars in this school have pursued the same branches 
of study as those who have preceeded them. But the amount 
of collateral material, both upon the black-board and on paper, 
which has almost daily been presented to the classes for the 
purpose of enforcing and illustrating the principles in the text 
book has been amazing. Indeed the tributaries have been so 
numerous and full, as to cause the main stream to overflow 
its banks far and wide. And yet the current of the old 
stream has never been lost sight of by the pupil, nor caused 
him any bewilderment of mind. The facilities afforded for 
your scholars to learn are therefore of the first order. Their 
minds are constantly on the alert, and the freshness of the 
new material arrests the attention, thereby securing an 
interest. ‘The results of the year’s labor by the methods 
adopted have been excellent. The discipline of the school 
has been kind and firm, and the order very satisfactory to 
your Committee. A new plan has been adopted for promo- 
tion of scholars into the high school. ‘Examinations during 
the year shall be marked according to merit, and the average 
of these shall determine the promotion of the scholars. The 
required per centis seventy. The plan has worked admirably 
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and all are disposed to abide by the results of their own 
efforts. The exercises of the last day were assigned to 
scholars who volunteered to engage in them, and the time re- 
quired to prepare themselves was not to be during school 
hours. The results showed that the pupils not only entered 
upon the effort voluntarily but with a resolute purpose to do 
their best. We submit the plan to your candid judgment, 
and urge upon you the importance of visiting the schools 
during term time as the best and only way of forming an im- 
partial and wise opinion of the efficiency of your schools.

thirty-three dollars and thirty cents has been paid the 
principal of our High School in excess of his salary. ‘This 
was purely a mistake, a misunderstanding on the part of the 
principal and committee, the amount has been refunded and 
is now in the hand of our Treasurer and will appear in our 
next annual Town Report. 
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Under the 2d item we have again to report that the expen- 
ditures have exceeeded the appropriation. This is due in 
part to the bad condition of the roof of High School building 
which necessitated a very large outlay and in part to the ever 
increasing needs of our schools. In the matter of repairs 
your committee have acted according to their best judgment 
for the interests of the town, and the years to come will 
prove the wisdom or folly of their course. We are of the 
opinion that there should be an appropriation sufficiently 
large to cover all necessary expenses so that there may be no 
outstanding bills at the end of financial year. We wouid 
therefore recommend an appropriation of $1,500.00 for school 
incidentals.

Donations of books and pamphlets have been received from 
the following sources: Mrs. C. J. Paine, Mrs. D. 8. Lamson, 
Mr. Herbert Merriam, Mr. F. H. Hastings, Mr. HE. A. Jones, 
Mr. A. L. Cutting, Mr. W. N. Goddard, Hon. W. R. Sessions, 
Secretary of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Secretary 
of the Interior, Department of State, Bureau of Education, 
Boston Public Library, Harvard College Library, Lancaster 
Public Library, Goodnow Public Library Sudbury, American 
Unitarian Association, and the Publishers of the Waltham 
Free Press. 

The books in the Library are in as good condition as could 
reasonably be expected, considering the time many of them 
have been in use. More or less books every year become 
worn past repairs: most of these are works of fiction, and 
unless they possess some peculiar or unusual merit are not 
replaced, but are allowed to drop out. Many more new pub- 
lications of this class are constantly offering than we care 
to buy. 

We would urge upon patrons of the Library, the importance 
when taking out books, of using cards or slips contaiing their 
page number, together with the numbers of the books desired. 
Every person or family using the Library is assigned a sepa- 
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rate page in the record book, where their account is kept > 
but it is impossible for the Librarian to keep in mind every 
one’s page, and much time is spent in looking up accounts. 
A little attention, as above suggested, will save the Librarian 
much trouble and greatly facilitate the delivery of books. 

The Library now contains about 7,500 volumes. At the 
usual rate of increase it will soon outgrow its present quar-. 
ters, when it will be necessary to provide more shelf-room, 
either by making alterations in the present room, or by the 
erection of a separate building for Library uses. Your com-. 
mittee are inclined to the opinion that it would be better to 
adopt the latter alternative. Should the town be like minded 
we would, considering the great scarcity of good building lots. 
centrally located, and suitable for a public building, recom- 
mend that some measures be taken to secure a proper site for 
a library building, or do what would perhaps be better, choose 
a committee to consider the subject in all its bearings and 
report to the next annual town meeting. 

To comply with a law passed last year, it will be necessary 
the present year to elect the Library Committee as follows: 
One-third of the number thereof for one year, one-third for 
two years, and one-third for three years, and hereafter one- 
third of the number is to be elected annually to serve for 
three years.
